“Then one night when Mr. Sunday Is-
sued the Invitation for those who belleyve
to come up to ‘glory row' and acknowi-
edge Christ there was Jones, right down
In front, saying, 'I'm pratty bod, BIill,
but you've got me wll right and I'm goln®
to quit bein' what I've been and be some-
body."

“And Jones s somebody, too. Yeou
wouldit't know him. he's changed so. He
KOt a good Job and begun associating with
the right sort of people. The last I
heard of him was when some businesa
man of Des Moines was offering to send
Jones th Omaha, Neb. with all expenses
patd, to do a litle evangelletic work him-
nelf, .

“Then I could tell you of two old, rum-
sonked men who came up and acknowl-
edged Christ and handed Mr. _Sunday
bottles of whisky from their pockets as
proof of their intention to reform. And
they  did reform, too: the taies Were
watched, and those men are now as
respectable n pelr of Christiany as you
would want to see.

Unemployed Put Emergency Aid and
Doctor Harte in Dilemma.
Thia dilemma Ia facing the Emergency
Ajd Committee and Director Harte, of the
Depurtment of Health and Cliarities:
How to make the #0000 fund approprinted
by Counclls for the relief of the unem-
ployed of ‘Philadelphia fill the deep wbyss
of poverty and misery now prevalent in
this city as m result of the inability of
100,000 men whe want work to get work.
Bitter complaint woas made today Ly
Mrs. J. W. Martln, of the committee, be-

caunir of this sttuation.

“I do nol see what we can possibly do
with the small fund we have In hand,”
she waid. "Unemployed men pre swamp-
ing. our office dally In sénreh of work
which wo cannot give tham, We have no

“I wigh ta make this very cloar, in order
to suva the men the trouble und disap-
polntmant of coming here. Our means pre
limited. The best wa can o with the
fund in hand is to continue the work we
are doing now, of giving cmployment to
women at home, such as muaking varlous
kinds of clothing and underwepr, for
which we pay them and which wa ufter-
ward distribute to those unfortunates who
wera not lucky enough to get work.'

Director Harte's oMce was visited this
morning by many men In search of work,
ag o result of his announcement that he
would be able to give emplovinnet to n
number of men Iin his department. Hune
dreds of meh have already filled out ap-
plications for positions. Most of these,
however, will be dlsappalnted

The director does not know the axuet
number of positlons he might have open,
but the number will not oxceed 100, The
joba open m the department wre for un-
wkillod laboyers, who would recelve wbout
250 & day. Direglor Harte la working
out pn exact ot of the positions he may
be able to AL

It Is beécoming more and more evident
that the fund appropristed by Councils
